zil’s most urgent postwar wequire- 
ments are for better transportation 
facilities, involving the purchase of 
ships, aircraft, locomotives and roll- 
ing stock, buses, trucks, passenger 
cCarg and spare parts. ‘The latest list 
of essential imports, to which’ Brazil 
will give priority in the issue of for- 
eign exchange, includes in addition, 
agricultural machinery and:  imple- 
ments, tools, metals, industrial chem- 
icals, pharmaceuticals and pigments.

Supplier for Britain 

Canada was the second most im- 
portant source of supply for Great 
Britain during the past year, contri- 
buting 12.9 percent of her total im- 
ports, compared with 15.1 per cent n 
1946. Canada’s exports to the United 
Kingdom amounted to $921.2 millions 
or $133.6 millions more than in 1946. 
This total is three times that of 1968, 
but much of the increase can be at- 
tributed to higher commodity prices. 
Britain’s exports to Canada, on the 
other hand were valued at $173.2 mil- 
lions, indicating that we sold to the 
United Kingdom more than five times 
es much as we bought from that 
country. But British sales te Canada 
were 328 per cent higher than in 
1946. ~ 

The United States ranked first. an 
the list of Britain’s suppliers, and 
<ontributed 165 per cent of that 
country’s total requirements last 
year. Britain imported 7.3 per cent of 
the total from Argentina, placing 
that country third among United 
Kingdom suppliers. ;

T Highway Association (Yelloxhead Route) 
and what Mr. Love was asking for was a comméntary on 
the r »publication of that association, ‘‘Saga of The 
Re-ope of the Trans-Canada Highway’’ (Yellow- 


head Route). This booklet which was beautifully done, 
fold a story. 2 picture form of the highway system which 
48 proposed by this organization from Winnipeg West. 

There are alternate routes at preserit and neither 

-one of them is arlywhere on. par with what they, should 
be. One, and the most commony;.is the Crowsnest route 
which is not altogether all Canadian, as‘a detour through 
the State of Washington is necessary. This road is none 
too good at thie present time, and the Editor speaks from 
peronal experience. Another rout is the Big-Bend route 
through Calgary and Banff. This route is not an all year 
sroute, as travel is restricted in the winter. Lying north of 
that is the proposed Yellowhead route, using the Yellow- 
head Pass, hence the name. 

The Yellowhead route is proposed to leave Winnipeg 
‘travelling throngh the finest parkland on the prairies to 
Saskatoon. From Saskatoon to Edmonton, and from Ed- 
mmonton to Jasper, Blue River and Vancouver, This route 
\lies close to numerous parks and interesting sights and 
should be welcomed by the tourist. 

Aside from tourist attractions the Yellowhead Pass is 
tthe lowest one of those in use today through the Rockies. 
"This alone would mean a great deal less money being in- 
‘volved in the’ actual construction of a hard surface all 
Canada route, which is the question under consideration. 

One other point which the booklet brings to light is the 
lack in Canada of a Dominion-wide highway commission, 

as that which operates in the United States. This alone is 
real reason why Canada’s roads are not first class, at 
least in these parts. In the past each Provincial Govern- 
ment has struggled along as best it could to maintain 
‘ gome sort of a road standard. With a duly authorized 
Highway Commission this would all be co-ordinated 
urider one body and no doubt would eliminate much of 
the waste which the taxpayers money is used for every 
~ year. 

We liked the book and we also are in favor of the Trans 

. Canada Highway. If the Yellowhead route should be the 
one chosen, if and when a decision is made, it will mean 
a great deal to this part of Alberta. 

Our good wishes are extended to those directly _res- 
ponsible for bringing this matter to light. Good luck, and 
through your efforts we hope that Northern Alberta will 
have a road that will be a pleasure to travel on. 


FUNDS ARE STILL NEEDED 


By this time most everyone has been brought up to 
date on the subject of Peace Memorial Centre, and it is 
only common knowledge that more money will have to 
be raised before a start can be made‘on this project this 
coming year. There is not one person who would not like 
to see construction commence as soon as the frost is up 
from the ground, on the other hand, before any such move 
ean be made, approximately $5,000 will have to be raised. 

There is only one place that this money can come from, 
and that is from general donations toward the general 
fund. Some criticism might be Jevied at the Town Fath- 
ers for the lack of action on their part in not appropriat- 
ing more money towards the fund from the surplus mon- 
ies on hand in the bank. It must be pointed out here and 
now, that they are powerless to do so, According to the 
Town and Village Act, which governs everything the 
town does or does not do, under Section 205, Part I, a 
town can not spend any more than $500.00 in any one 
year without obtaining tlfe approval of the ratepayers 
first. This is in connection with such items as community 
halls and skating rinks, and is clearly set out as thus. 

If the question were put to the ratepayers again in the 
form of a money bylaw, and their permission were ap- 
proved, as well as the authorities of the Provincial Gov- 
ernment, that would be a different matter. Until such 
time that the actions of the people warrant such a move 
we would not advise same. 

To put the matter bluntly and straightforwardly, the 
additional money has to come from the same source as 
the other donations came from, and that_is through pri- 
vate donations and subscriptions. In all probability the 
P.M.C Committee are planning a fund raising campaign 
in the very near future. Only in this way will it be pos- 
sible to start building. If they do, and you should be ask- 
ed for a donation, please remember how badly needed 
this war memorial is. Some criticism is voiced at not 
using the money already on hand to make a start on the 
actual construction. Here again is something which 
would be contrary to the Town and Village Act, which 
states that the actual amount of money needed has to be 
on hand before a contract is let. 

No, there is no other way out. More money is needed 
from all of us and the sooner‘everybody realizes this one 
important factor, the, sooner the P.M.C, will be transfer- 
red from the paper stage to the building that we. all 
dream and hope for. Not until then will anything con- 
clusive be brought about.

proved that certain individuals had 
been playing fast and loose with ac- 
cepted loyalties. It seemed to us a 
breach of hospitality and of good 

» and we were satisfied when 
some of the offenders were jailed for 
their activities. We saw these things 
as incidents, not as symptoms; There 
were no commuhists’ among our 
friends and the leftish-minded among 
them we indulged, as we would in- 
dulge other small peculiarities. We 
never doubted that the great bulk of 
our people were sensible and serious 
minded. That in itself was ample pro- 
tection. Sure in our democratic faith. 
we never doubted that the majority 
will always be sound. 

All that does credit to our heart, 
if not to our intelligence, If we were 
conversant with contemporary _ his- 
tory we would realize that Marxian 
doctrines don’t wait for majorities. 
That is a trick of democracy. Comni- 
munism plans to make minorities ef- 
fective. Nowhere in the world is com- 
munism a majority cause, It is not 
90 in Russia where it represents per- 
haps the thinning of 5% of a docile 
people. It was not the majority think- 
ing of Hungary or Roumania, or Po- 
land or Yugoslavia, In Czechoslova- 
kia communists contrel 38% of the 
partamentary seats. Years ago Ed- 
uard Bemes spoke for his people and 
democracy and lost to Hitler’s de- 
mands, Only a short while ago he 
spoke for them again, this time as 
president. Democracy, he said is 
“the only reliable and durable basis 
for a decent and dignified life.” Two 
déys later he had to bow to the will 
of the communist minority, backed 
by the power of Moscow. In Finland 
communism had to team up with the 
Socialist Unionists to secure a bare 
51 per cent of parliamentary votes, 
Too dangerous a union, we would 
gay, to cause any trouble. But the 
tactics are the same. Elsewhere they 
have given minorities the necessary 
advantage. If these tactics succeed 
again, as few doubt that they will, 
Stalin can reckon a quarter of the 
area of Europe added to his bound- 
aries, and a quarter of its people sub- 
ject to his command. Where is the 
next move? ‘Where are the commun- 
ist minorities ready to move? When 
will even we realize that the time 
to. meet a threat is while it is still 
weak?

Less than a month after his dis- 
charge Joe collapsed and died from a 
cerebral haemorrhage. 


Left behind to fight life’s battles 
were his widow and two gmal]i child- 
ren, The widow was also in poor 
health and with her children unable 
to obtain steady work, She applied 
for a pension and received a nega- 
tive reply. Her husband’s documents 
showed no record of complaining’ of 
this illness and his death could not 
be attributed to his service with the 
armed forces, 


Destitute, she came in despair to 
the ‘Legion..The machinery of the 
service bureau got cracking immed- 
lately. They wrote Joe's pals who had 
been mess mates with him overseas. 
Fortunately he had confided to a few 
intimates of his headaches and nose 
bleeds. Signed attestations were sec- 
ured from these men and the case was 
reopened by the Legion before the 
Pension Commission. 


The result: a full hundred per cent 
pension for the widow for life,

Dr. W. 'W. Croms gave the House 
much information regarding his De- 
partment=He told the Assembly that 
Alberta now has 7,3 hospital beds per 
thousand. patients, and that 7.5 is 
supposed to be the ghaximum number 
required, Hospital grants were in- 
creased last year from 45 centa to 70 
cents a day; free maternity hospital- 
izatjon last year cost $700,000.00; 
nearly twice as many patients were 
examined and treated for cancer as 
in-any previous yéar, New buildings 
at the Red Deér Mental Institution 
will accommodate 150 patients, and 
more congtruction is anticipated this 
year at Ponoka and Oliver.

A Bill, known as The Blue 
Cross Bill, has been introduced; it 
will Tot interfere with the hospital- 
ization services provided by the mun- 
icipal hospitals, but will give citizens 
living in areas not organized an op- 
portunity to enter into the prepaid 
scheme.

idenée to date that harmful effects 
are produced by vitamins in the.dowses 
ordinarily taken,” Dr. Bensley writ- 
es. “It is true that vitamins can act 
as poisons if they are taken in 
amounts far in excess of those recom- 
mended for either the prevention or 
correction of deficiency diseases,’ He 
gaye this hae occurred sufficiently 
often in the cage of one vitamin (D) 
“to be worthy of note.” 

He adds that although harm may 
not be caused directly by the sMdis- 
criminate tise of vitamin’ pille, this 
practice, like all forms of self medi- 
cation, may be indirectly harmful in 
that it gives the individual a false 
gense of security and leads to delay 
in seeking medical advice. 

Dr. Bensley says that there is no 
evidence that health is improved by 
giving extra vitamine to a person 
who is not suffering from a specific 


vitamin deficiency disease. Vitamin’ 


pills alone cannot correct dietary de- 


reliance must be placed on a balanc- 
ed diet, y 

‘He adds, however, that condemna- 
tion of vitamin pills as being of little 
or no value would be absurd. Vitamin 
pills or similar forms of concentra- 
ted preparations of vitamins, he 
‘states, are of value tinker two sets of 
circumstances. They may be used— 
but only when prescribed by a phy- 
sician—firet to prevent th@ develop- 
ment of dieeases due to deficiency of 
vitamins in the diet; and second, to 
treat diseases due to vitamin defic- 
jencies.

$1,000,000 Food Shipment 
Completed by Red Cross 


Completion of the Red Cross ship- 
ments of $1,000,000 worth of bulk 
food for the hungry peoples of Great 
Britain and Europe was announced 
today by Dr, F. W. Routiley, national 
commissioner for the Canadian Soc- 
lety. 

“Nearly four million pounds of food 
have crossed the ocean within the 
last four months,”’ Dr. Routley said, 
“While concentrating on the peace- 
time needs for the health and welfare 
of our own people in Canada with our 


‘national campaign for $3,000,000 this 


month, we cannot ignore the terrible 
suffering and great need of our fel- 
low4beings in other lands.” 

Advice received from the overseas 
commissioner, Col, R. W. Frost, in 
London, reveals that letters by the 
bundred are pouring into the over- 
seas Office thanking the Canadian 
Society for their kindness in sending 
food. Meat and meat preparations, 
corn syrup, fruit juices, dried milk 
powder, grain foods such as maca- 
roni, rolled oats and corn and bran 
flakes, as well as large consignments 
of vitamin preparations, were the 
main foods requested. 

The million dollar gift, made last 
October, was allocated from the sur- 
plus war funds of the Society. Ship- 
ments were consigned for distribu- 
tion to the Canadian Red Cross re- 
presentative in Britain, and, in Bur- 
ope, to the Red Crosse Societies of 
the respective countries -concerned. 
All .goods were labelled “Gift from 
the People of Canada through the 
Canadian Red Cross Society.” ;
